Brussels, Belgium, Dec. 18—(IP) 


—U. S. Army Secretary 
Frank 


Pace warned the North Atlantic 
Allies today they are "far from 
ready" to withstand a Communist 
assault on western Europe. 


Opening a two-day meeting of 


Atlantic defense and foreign min- 
isters gathered to complete plans 
for a unified European Army, Pace 
told the defense chiefs the U. S. 
.will aid its partners' defense ef- 
efforts only If it is "fully convinc- 
ed" each nation ia doing all it can 
to help itself. 


Pace is representing U. S. De- 


fense Secretary George C. Marsh- 
all at the meetings. 


Pace .said after 14 months of 


meetings 
the 
Atlantic alliance 


"can show some real progress in 
strengthening our military and 
economic position to withstand a 
Communist assault 
on western 


Europe, but we are far from ready 
•ven now." 


Pace did not mention the tough- 


est problem before the ministers— 
coaxing or forcing the> Germaiis 
to supply troop units for the pro- 
jected, international army. High 
diplomatic sources here agreed on 
the eve of the meeting that the 
Atlantic pact leaders were ready 
to find a tough solution for it. 


Both th« United States and 


Britain are reported prepared to 
lay down the law to the West Ger- 
man republic, if necessary, to over- 
come German objections to their 
rearmament. 


The Germans, who are not re- 


presented at the 12-power confer- 
ence, have objected to joining an 
international army unless Invited 
to do so on an equal basis with 
the other Atlantic pact members.

MOBILIZATION PLAN 


In the opinion 01 many President Truman has called 


for much less than all-out mobilization right away. And, 
except for the draft, the changes which affect civilians will 
not come ail at once. 


In his ralk to the nation Friday night, and proclama- 


tion of the existence of a national emergency, the chief 
executive set some "immediate goals." They will get the 
country started on mobilization and war production. Once 
under \vay, these goals can be stepped up. 


Thev lay a foundation for a much wider and sudden 


expansion, if that's considered necessary. The question, 
of course, is this: Will the Russians wait that long before 
starting a war? 


The president is going to build up the .armed forces. 


rVnd he calls for higher taxes and much greater defense 
production, which will mean less civilian goods. But all- 
aut mobilization would mean: 


A terrific cut in civilian goods, censorship, such a 


rigid government control of people they could be told 
where to work, and other things. That may come, but not 
aow. 


The president says there must be wage and price con- 


trols. And in time all wages and prices may come under 
controls. But at this time the president wants only limit- 
ed wage and price controls. 


He says the government is starting at once to put 


price controls on items mostly important to defense pro- 
duction and living costs. And he says the „government 
would hold down wages in th^pse controlled businesses. 


But what about all the other businesses and people 


not put under price or wage controls? Mr. Truman says 
the government would try to set up for them fair stand- 
ards of prices and wages. 


The fact is, the government simply can't impose 


blanket price and wage controls immediately. It doesn't 
have the machinery. 


Even in defense production there's no sign of all-out mo- 


bilization at this time. For example, Mr. Truman says 
within one year from now this country will be turning 
out planes at five times the present rate. 


The Chinese are believed to have 4,000,000 men under 


arms, and the Russians more than 4,000,000. At the time 
of the Korean outbreak this country had 1,500,000 men 
under arms. 


Mr. Truman wants to step our armed strength up to 


3,500,000 a year "as soon as possible/' 
He didn't in- 


dicate this was the limit. At the time of Pearl Harbor this 
country had 2.000,000 men in training and by 1945 had 
reached a peak of 12,000,000 men under arms.

BEWARE OF CARBON MONOXIDE 


More and more recently, especially since the winter set 


in we have observed headlines of some man or woman who 
was found dead sitting in a car or lying on the floor of 
a closed garage. Just Friday an exchange told of a victim 
who was overcome while placing chains on his car inside 
a building. Officials usually find the cause of death was 
carbon monoxide produced by running the car in a place 
without fresh air and oxygen. 


Carbon monoxide works swiftly and without warn- 


ing. 
The process is explained by Edwin P. Jordan, M. D., 


in EH article written for NEA Service, whc says "the 
exhaust of a car, for example, pushes carbon monoxide 
into the air. When breathed in, this odorless gas com- 
bines with a portion of the blood known as hemoglobin 
which normally carries oxygen to the tissues. If carbon 
replaces oxygen in the hemoglobin, the tissues are starved 
for lire-giving oxygen. It quickly causes unconsciousness 
and death soon after." 


- The danger from carbon monoxide poisoning is always 


greater in winter than in summer, houses and garages are 
likely to be shut up tight and fresh air does not circulate 
as' it does in the summer. This means that a furnace, 
heater, or running the motor of an automobile in a closed 
garage will produce carbon monoxide which is not prompt- 
ly diluted with oxygen. 


If only small amounts of carbon monoxide are present 


warning symptoms may be present such as headache, dizzi- 
ness, desire to vomit, muscular weakness, and a generally 
uncomfortable feeling. It is only when large amounts of 
carbon mononicle are present that the victim becomes 
drowsy so fast that these symptoms are lacking. 


The use of defective stoves or furnaces and running 


the motors of automobiles in closed garages, however, are 
invitations to the next world. 


• If still alive a person who has been exposed to carbon 


monoxide should be removed from the bad air at once. 
Artificial respiration and giving oxygen as soon as possible 
art desirable. 
Fire department crews, police, and gas 


company employes are usually trained to give rapid em- 
ergency treatment for this form of poisoning.

U. S. Ready to Pist Bae 
On Bncome Tax Evaders

TTTASHINGTON— (NBA)— With still higher taxes inevitable, the U. S. 
" Treasury has been doing some checking up on tax evaders. The 
purpose is to see if a few more dollars for defense couldn't be collected 
this hard way. 


Over 52,000,000 returns have been filed in each of the last few 
years. It:s impossible to do more than a superficial audit on them 
all. Common belief has been that only the big income returns were 
checked carefully, but this is said to be not so. 


All returns which show certain tell-tale signs of deliberate fraud 
or incorrect reporting are given a close scrutiny. Experience over 
the years has taught income tax examiners where, to look for evasions 
and how to spot them. 


Recently, however, the Treasury realized that it needed a more 


scientific method for selecting a small number of, returns for close 
audit. As described by Asst. Secretary of Treasury John S. Graham, 
this resulted in an "Audit 'Control Program." 
First step was a scientific sampling method which turned up 162,000 


out of a whole year's returns. 
Those returns which were selected 


for audit were picked by number, without any knowledge of -who the 
taxpayers were, or how much tax they had paid. 
"RUT the most surprising discovery of all was that one out of every 


four individual income tax returns audited was in error by $2 
or more in tax liability.- In other words, 13,000,000 out of the 52,000,000 
returns filed that year must have been in need of correction. And 
nine out of ten of these errors were against the government. 


In still other words, these errors must have lost the government 


about $1,300,000,000, since the average understatement on the returns 
checked was $114. 


The other side of the picture is that the 10 per cent, or the 1,300,000 
individuals who overstated their income contributed $90,000,000 that 
the government wasn't entitled to. 


Examples of mistakes made by people in reporting their income 
taxes — as given by Secretary Gibson— show that out and out criminals 
who try to conceal income from illegal enterprises are relatively few 
in number, and are usually caught. The people who try to defraud 
the government of tax income are more numerous. But the big bulk 
are just ordinary people who apparently try to get away with some- 
thing— just once, or perhaps oftener. Temptation and greed are a 
little too much to cope with.

CAPITALISM 


Nothing is superior except by comparison 


*HEN we compare the conditions of nations and people in anti-capitalistic 
countries with the security, prosperity, happiness and well-being of our 


people under United States capitalism, we appreciate our privilege of living 
in a capitalistic, democratic country. 


The basic principle of the free, capitalistic system which we have developed 


in our country affords opportunity to the individual who is willing to use his 
talents to the extent of his ability and desire to produce—to accumulate some- 
thing for investment in a home, a farm, in savings accounts, bonds and other 
securities, life insurance, the education of his children, and comforts of life— 
and become a capitalist. 


The following facts give us a deep appreciation of what capitalism has 


done and is doing for our country and its people. 


Private capital in the form of taxes and purchases of United States Govern- 


ment Bonds made it possible for us to spend three hundred thirty billion dollars 
in carrying out our part of the program in winning World War II. This, of 
course, is unimportant when we consider, the loss of life and permanent and 
partial disability -which our youth sustained and which cannot be measured in 
dollars. 


Our participation in World War II has left us today with a national debt 


of two hundred fifty-seven billion dollars, but on the credit side we find that 
our annual national income, at the current rate, is equal to 90% of our total 
national debt. Of this total national debt, thirty-nine billion dollars are in 
treasury obligations owned by Government agencies, so our net debt is slightly 
over two hundred eighteen billion dollars. 


The United States free enterprise business system is operating at its highest 


level, furnishing employment to sixty-two million people at the highest hourly 
and weekly earnings ever recorded. Stockholders and corporations, after paying 
the highest peacetime taxes in the post-war years, have had the highest'net aver- 
age earnings in history from their investment. 


Our farmers had cash income from marketing last year amounting to 


twenty-seven billion five hundred million dollars, the highest on record. 


Total farm assets of our country amount to slightly more than one hundred 


twenty-seven billion dollars, against which there is an indebtedness of only 
twelve billion four hundred million dollars. Thus our farmers have ownership 
equity of over 90 per cent in their farms. 


In non-farm homes, counting apartment buildings with four or less fami- 


lies, and all valued at a total of two hundred billion dollars, our home owners 
have an equity of one. hundred fifty-eight billion dollars—a substantial owner- 
ship of 79 per cent. 


Therefore, as a result of the opportunity provided by our free-enterprise 


capitalistic system, the people of our nation have a free and clear ownership in 
their homes and farms of 83.4 per cent. 


Our people have savings of more than one hundred thirty-six billion dol- 


lars in government bonds and savings accounts. 


An additional ninety-seven billion dollars are on deposit in commercial 


bank accounts. 


Our men and women have a cash investment of sixty billion dollars in 


life insurance policies. 


A high percentage of our working people are provided with unemploy- 


ment insurance, sickness, accident and retirement benefits, financed by employ- 
ers, employees and government. Others who are not covered by these plans and 
who find themselves in need arc provided for by governmental and social insti- 
tutions. 


We are increasing our efforts to improve the standard of living of the 


people in the lower income brackets. 


The United States, with only six per cent of the world population and 


seven per cent of its land area, under its democratic, capitalistic system, before 
World War II, produced forty-seven per cent of the world's manufactured 
goods, but what is more important, ninety per cent of that production was 
consumed within our own borders. Today we are producing over fifty per cent 
of the world's manufactured goods, of which a substantial percentage is for 
other countries. 


Capitalism is backing freedom of worship and providing increasing educa- 


tional opportunities by constantly givint; more and more support to the two 
things upon which our democratic, cultural civilization depends—spirimal and 
educational values. 


We have a permanent investment in churches and schools of eighteen bil- 


lion five hundred million dollars and arc spending annually eight billion dollars 
for religious and educational purposes. 


Membership in the churches is increasing at a much faster rate than the 


increase in the population, and in our Sunday Schools at an even greater rate. 


In the past thirty years, elementary school enrollment has increased 13.5 


per cent, high school enrollment 146.1 per cent and college and university en- 
rollment 351.6 per cent. 


Our public school expenditures per pupil enrolled have gone up from 


$48.02 in 1920 to $132.06 in 1947, or 175.0 per cent. 


Since 1920 the population of our country has increased 43 per cent and the 


investment in school and college equipment has increased 571 per cent. 


Since the beginning of our industrial and scientific development in the 


early 1800's, the capitalistic system, due to individual freedom, initiative and 
ingenuity, has given the world more of the comforts and conveniences of life 
than mankind had received in the previous 5000 years of civilization. 


Under this system our people as a whole are happy and united, are increas- 


ing their capital and enjoying a fuller spiritual, cultural and material life. 


Today our scientific and industrial knowledge and experience in the vari- 


ous fields of peaceful activity are open to the rest of the world, and in this 
respect we have joined with other like-minded nations in contributing to the 
technical assistance program of the United Nations. 


No nation, no individual, no venture, no private or public institution, no 


program for the welfare of people can progress without capital. 


It is each individual's duty to contribute to the preservation, protection 


and improvement of our democratic civilization on a basis which is sound and 
fair to all our people.

Cold Frame Shelters Young 
Garden Plants All Winter 


Snccestlons f«r Winter Use »f Cold Frame. 


Though used for thousands of 
years by gardeners, cold frames are 
just as useful now as in the days of 
the Roman empire. Originally pits 
in which plants could be protected 
on cold nights by a covering, which 
was removed when the sun shone, 
the chief difference today is that 
glass, or 
A translucent plastic, 


serves for covering. 
Every complete garden needs • 
cold frame. It is a most useful 
tool all year around. If you lack this 
aid to garden success, fall is a good 
time to build it, and the illustration 
shows how it may be constructed 
and put to immediate use for rooting 
winter flowering bulbs. 
Hyacinths, early tulips, narcissi 
and daffodils are the principal ones 
which need a dark, cool situation to 
encourage early root formation. 
Bury them in the frame bed in the 
pots you expect to grow them in, 
and when roots have developed suf- 
ficiently bring them indoors for the 
quick growth of the tops and blos- 
soms. 


The frosts of late fall bring to 
mind problems of harboring pansy 
and perennial seedlings. 
If you 
plant them late they will no doubt 
need some additional protection, 
and the cold frame will provide it. 
The best all-around method is to pot 
the plants, and set then into the 
frame. 
Such treatment assures 
a few more weeks of growth, and 
will enable them to benefit from ex- 
tra warmth in the spring and get an 
early start. 


Perennials which are difficult to 


grow without this protection in- 
clude the foxgloves with their state- 
ly spires, the canterbury bells and 
delphiniums. Although they are per- 
fectly hardy so far as cold weather 
is concerned, they are very suscep- 
tible to wet weather, and thawing 
and freezing. There is only one safe 
way to grow them in cold climates 
and that is by wintering them in a 
cold frame, where they will be iafe 
from wet and the changes in tem- 
perature will be tempered by the 
glass of the frame.
